THE LINING-OUT STOCK SITUATION 
We are now entering that period predicted — 
and dreaded, by the lining out stock grower. 
Due to labor shortages and some adverse 
weather for the past three or four years, 
lining out stock is really short, and getting 
more scarse every day. Also because seed 
was impossible to secure from Europe, vari- 
ties grown from imported seed are practi- 
cally impossible to obtain, except in a few 
remaining transplant grades. Prices are 
higher than last year, but will go still higher — 
before spring, and many grades and varieties 
impossible to obtain by spring. Better cover 
your needs as quickly as possible. :

Here is a realwar casu- 
alty. Previous to the war 
practically all the Mugho 
Pine seed came from 
central Europe especial- 
ly the Balkan countries. 
Not even a few dribbles have entered this 
country since the war,as far as we know. Fur- 
thermore, no domestic seed is available in 
this country except Montana Mugho, which of 
course is nota dwarf type. You will note we 
no longer have seedlings available, nor do we 
believe anyone else in the country has any of 
the true dwarf imported type. We were fortu- 
nate in having a good supply of seed when the 
war began, so right now we can supply trans- 
plants, but after they are gone, there will be 
many years when Mugho Pine liners will be 
scarse, for it takes at least 4 years to grow 
a small 2-4 in. transplant after the seed is 
again available. Buying some of these Mugho 
Pine liners now, is one thing on which you can 
not go wrong.
